was long withheld. Months ago when 
'.he board.was about to announce it, the 
railroad obtained an injunction and the 
case was taken to the United States 
Supreme court,

deprived of "essential rights, as labor- 
ing men, to which congress had de- 
clared them entitled/' said the rebuke, 
by the railroad's refusal to count bal- 
lots cast for the shop crafts union re- 
presentatives and its refusal to hold 
another election -without discrimina- 
tion between the union and the com- 
pany association.

working conditions," said the labor 
board.

country are finding themselves on 
posed m their search for entertain- 
ment by an ever-growing: party of 
radio novices 


The novices, those who receive on 


ly, have been making so much hulla- 
baloo over the interference to their 
leception by amateur 
transmitters, 
that some cities in the country have 
been induced to begin action against 
the amateurs. 


In fact, 
one city 
has 
actually 


enacted an ordinance prohibiting am- 
ateur radio transmission within city 
limits And some ten or twelve other 
towns have been considering a similar* 
ordinance, to curb what has been be 
heved interference due- to 
amateur 


transmission. 


But officers of the American Radio 


Relay League, the organization of ra- 
dio amateurs, are convinced such legis- 
lation is unconstitutional 
Their's is 


a federal license to transmit and this, 
thev- contend, cannot be overruled by a 
local ordinance. 


Besides, the members of the A R 


R L conoVuct a form of "interstate 
traffic" by~transmitting regular mes 
sag-es between various carts of the 
country 
Because of this.it it is claim 


ed, only the federal government has 
jurisdiction over amateur radio trans 
mission. 


According to a statement in a re 


cent issue of QST. the A R. R L. 
publication: 


"Cities have power 
under 
their 
state constitution to take all proper 
police measures for 
preserving

peace and safeguarding the 
health, 


morals and general prosperity of their 
inhabitants.

"Even if a law. which'would re 


strict one form of radio user in favor 
of another would not b© discrimir.a 
tory and inequitable, neither a city 
nor state can legislate in a. matter 
concerning interstate traffic, such as 
our amateur message traffic is.

The government owned it 75 yeais ago 
and the inducement to own a farm at 
a mere pitance was partly responsible 
for the arrival of the earliest citizens, 
who found lumbering profitable as 
long as there- was timber to be cut 
down, after which they began tillm 
the soil. 


Majole Creek township, in the north- 


western part of Outgarnaie-co, 
was 


known to the earlier settlcis as town 
of Embarrass. Up to 1S4S it was in- 
habited entirely by Indians. 
All was 


forest and wilderness and its dense 
woodlands were mostly white pine and 
hardwood, .the Possession of the United 
States.

wildwood to th© home of some of Amer- 
ica's pioneers.

Uncle Sam's bargain price and estab- 
lished their homes.

turned to Oshkosh to bring back their 
only possessions, their wives.

Mr. Law went east a few- 


miles and, obtained a log cabin which 
had been occupied by. three Indians. 
The present farm home of Davis Law. 

The In- 
dians were not the terrifying, scalping 
savages history and fiction tPll about 
They soon became friendly with the 
white people, assisted in making the 
homes comfortable for the women and 
served as protectors while the hus- 
bands were awaj\

Elwood Lutsey was the first white 


boy and Mrs. E. Cornelius the first 
white girl born in the township. Both 
now live at New London. During the 
year 1S50 many other families arrived 
and became land owners.
